| REBIRTH OF A TOWN 


Mine Failure 
Didn't Stop 


ROANOKE, Ill.—Unlike Cardiff, 
Ill., when its coal gave out and 
its population skidded from 1,500 to 
15, Roanoke’s population jumped 
278 between 1949 and 1950 after 
its mine closed in 1937. All it takes 
is determination and planning. 


In Roanoke, the planning group 
is the 12-man Community Council. 
It was suggested as a new idea 
in community development for 
Roanoke and four other central 
Illinois small towns by Editor H. 
Clay Tate of the Bloomington, IIl., 
Daily Pantagraph and Prof. Alvin 
J. Anderson of the University of 
Illinois. 

2 Council Assembled 

On the council were assembled 
the key go-getters of the com- 
munity: the school superintendent, 
a rural mail carrier, prominent 
merchants, the banker, a member 
of the village board. They sought 
gripes and suggestions for improv- 
ing Roanoke’s appearance and 
building for its future. 

Some of the replies stung but 
they provided the basis for con- 
structive actions as did visits to 
council meetings in other towns. 


Instead of moping over the closed | 
mine, businessmen lookcd around 
them at growing agricultural pros- 
perity and took a chance. Up went 
plants for dehydrating alfalfa, 
making farm machinery, process- 
ing soybeans’ and—when farmers 
complained of the lack of building 
supplies—a $175,000 concrete block 
works. The people voted a $200,000 
bond issue to pave every street, a 
gamble which brought a _ surpris- 
ing result: Ray Ulrich, an out-of- 
town industrialist, chose Roanoke 
over several other towns as a 
factory site, admitted later that 
“the blacktop streets were that 
‘little extra’ that sold me’’.

Sulphur a Favorite 
With These Orphans 


MIDWAY, Ky.—Students of the 
Kentucky Female Orphan School 
in this little town like sulphur— 
and with good reason. 

The school, believed to be the 
oldest of its kind in the U.S., is a 
“silent partner’? in a new sulphur 
development of Freeport Sulphur 
Company at Nash dome in Fort 
Bend county, Texas. 

Here's how it came about: Back 
in 1945 Mrs. Belle Wisdom, a na- 
tive of Paducah, Ky., bequeathed 
the school 15,000 acres of Texas 
land which included Nash dome. 
The discovery of sulphur there 
came later, and Freeport leased 
the sulphur rights from the es- 
tate’s trustee. 

For every ton of sulphur that is 
mined the Kentucky school will 
receive a royalty. Freeport is de- 
veloping Nash dome as part of an 
over-all. program to increase the 
nation's supply of the mineral that 
is needed to make fertilizers, 
chemicals, petroleum products, 
steel, rubber, explosives and hun- 
dreds of other items. 

Mrs. Wisdom, who died in Hous- 
ton, Tex., in 1945, was one of the 
school's principal benefactors. Dur- 
ing her lifetime, she gave $50,000 
to the school which now has 225 
students from 21 states and two 
foreign countries and a 55-acre 
campus. A high school and a 
junior college prepares the girls 
either for business careers or for 
senior college.
